Despite the 
idyllic images 
college brochures 
present, violence is 
a fact of life on the 
nation ' s campuses . 
Last year colleges 
reported to the FBI a 
total of 1,990 
violent crimes - 
robbery, aggravated 
assault, rape and 
murder. This number 
is startling, 
considering the fact 
that almost 90% of 
U.S. colleges do not 
report crime . : '

Although .these 
figures 'seem jnnore 
geared toward " * 
schools with .dbrme*. ... 
I think all colleges 
should be aware of 
the problem of 
violence on campus, 
and should be 
prepared to prevent 
such crimes , or at 
least become aware of 
how to prevent these 
crimes . This 
knowledge can be 
obtained through the 

steps outlined in a 
recent Reader's 
Digest publication 
which offered these 
suggestions to help 
control violence on 
campus *. 

Remain alert while 
walking on campus , 
and travel in pairs 
during the late hours 
of the day. 

Improve lighting on 
the surrounding areas 
of the school , 
especially ip. shadowy 
places which offer 
hiding places for 
muggers , rapists , and 
robbers .

The muggings 
involved being held 
at gunpoint, knife- 
point.. and physical 
aggression. One fact 
common to these 
crimes was that all 
the victims 

were approached from 
behind, while walking 
on the street, or 
entering- diH exiting^ : 1 
the train-' 'Station-.

The reason for-- 
bringing these facts 
to the attention of 
the SJC community, is 
to hopefully convince 
our students and 
faculty, to be 
careful , and very 
aware while walking 
in the area. Just 
because it is the 
middle -of the 
afternoon, does not 
guarantee your 
safety . 

The only feasible 
advice that could be 
given, is to be aware 
of your surroundings, 
and when possible, 
look behind you to 
make sure you are not 

being followed. If 
you are ever in a 
situation which could 
be potentially 
dangerous, usually 
giving up your money 
or valuables is your 
smartest and safest 
move . .
